DALLAS. Tex. (U P )-A flash 
flood rolled through portions of 
Fort Worth 
yesterday 
but

many persons had to flee their 
homes—they hadnt been able to 
move back in since the last flood.

Texas today, where most rivers 
are at flood stage or above. Two 
persons were feared dead in yes­ 
terday’s chapter of the 2-month 
long siege of violent weather.
